A wo rk agreem ent equivalent to a 30-ho ur 
week fo r tugbo at men in New Yo rk harbo r has 
been hailed as a m ajo r breakthro ugh fo r the 
entire labo r mo vement. 


Unio n spo kesmen fo r the 3.400-member lo cal 
said the agreem ent initiates the use o f fo ur 
crews instead o f three, which will give tug men 
o ne day o ff fo r every day wo rked. Previo usly , 
they accum ulated a day o ff to r every two 
wo rked. 


The additio n o f the fo urth crew will create 800 
new jo bs, the unio n estim ates. 
Ho wever, 800 new men will no t be hired. The 
agreem ent eliminated o ne wo rk catego ry and 
the men in it will have first call o n the 800 
vacancies. Whatever is left will be the true to tal 
o f new jo bs. 
Several large co ntracts are to be nego tiated 
thus y ear. No w that the 30-ho ur wo rk week 
barrier has been bro ken, o ther unio ns may 
fo llo w suit. 
Unio n men have fo ught the battle fo r sho rter 
wo rk weeks primarily o n the basis management 
co uld affo rd to share a larger piece o f the pro fit 
pie with them and less ho urs wo rked per man 
means mo re jo bs. 
The theo ry o f mo re jo b» is so und o nly o n 
paper. But what has happened in many cases is 
that no new jo bs have been added. Overtime has 


been piled up fo r the o riginal wo rk fo rce. 
The alternative is hiring mo re men at straight 
time to cut o ut the o vertime pay . But who is 
eligible to be hired0 Unio n members.

WASHINGTON - Away back when Walter 
Reuther and his early legio ns seized their first 
facto ry in Michigan and sat in to r their first 
sit-in strike, a m ajo r in the jittery Natio nal 
Guard co mmented that the 
redhead had mo ved with such 
military 
skill 
and 
strategic 
and tactical precisio n that he’d 
have a great career in the 
Army 
To day , o n 
the w a r p a t h 
again, Walter Philip Reuther 
needs all that precisio n and 
skill. He’s t o e - da n c i n g — 
barefo o t — 
o n the 
razo r's 
edge. 
Despite his po wer and pres­ 
tige he co uld wind up lo sing co ntro l o f the al­ 
way s seething, alway s disco ntented auto indus­ 
try labo r fo rce which he has led fo r 21 y ears 
—alm o st to the day . 
He co uld 
find 
himself besieged 
He co uld 
unleash the 
kind o f civil war 
he has firmly 
suppressed fo r decades. 


The wo rld - famed Reuther co uld even lo se 
co ntro l o f po werful sectio ns o f his unio n — so me

All this, to insiders and Reuther-o lo gists. is the 
basic sto ry behind the auto unio n leaders’ first 
big pueh in many a y ear.

United Auto Wo rkers o ut o f that unio n o f unio ns 
— the natio nal AFL-CIO. 
If “ W alter” pulls o ut, he gets o ut fro m under 
‘’the umbrella o f Article 21 ” Inside labo r that's 
sho rthand jargo n fo r a .sectio n in the AFL-CIO 
co nstitutio n which states that bro ther and sister 
unio ns never, never sho uld raid each o ther's 
territo ries Bu* if they do they must submit to 
Article 21.

The building trades peo ple have been panting

massive pro jects. They 've fo ught fo r it fo r 
y ears. They have had all Presidents with them 
since Harry Truman. 
But Reuther balked them with an assist fro m

Co mmittee. Adam wo uld grin and say , when y o u

But if he pulls o ut o f the AFL-CIO 
and his co ntracts with the auto co mpanies begin 
ex piring in Sept , there will be very l.tt e to k''ep 
hands o f the skilled wo rkers fro m hitting the 
bnck.» and say ing they 're jo ining o ther o utfits. 
And the o ther unio ns will grab them. 
To day 's public is no t aware that big unio ns 
are like natio ns within themselves — there are 
jartie> and 'dem o cratic caucuses" and they 
cam paign and distribute literature, ho ld rallies 
and act like po litical o rganizatio ns. 
Reuther has been in o ffice 21 y ears less o ne 
mo nth. He's a prime target o f these gro ups — 
skilled trades, white co llar, to o l and die peo ple, 
etc. If he'» in a natio nal kno ckdo wn flight with 
the practiced strategists who lead the AFL-CIO 
ino mean giants they ), he'll be in a 10-fro nt war.

Peace co uld co me o vernight in Vietnam if the 
So viet Unio n - which is spending billio ns o f 
do llars to supply war planes and o ther weapo ns 
and pro viding military technicians to the No rth 
Vietnamese — decided to withho ld aid unless 
ho stilities ended. 
The Mo sco w go vernment is at present the real 
adversary o f the United States in V ietnam and 
has been indirectly respo nsible fo r the killing o f 
tho usands o f U.S. so ldiers. 
Yet. instead o f demanding an end to such acts 
o f war. the President end his administratio n are 
asking Co ngress to ratify a new co nsular treaty 
which co uld mean assistance to the So viet 
sy stem o f infiltratio n. 
Figures fro m o fficial so urces, sho w in the last 
two y ears mo re than two billio n do llars wo rth o f 
supplies — o il, field artillery pieces, heavy 
infantry weapo ns and mo dern jets, including 
light bo mbers — have been furnished by the 
So viet Unio n to the No rth Vietnamese military 
fo rces. 
In additio n, hundreds o f pilo ts have been sen 
by the Hano i go vernment to Russia to be 
trained. Mo re than 2.000 So viet technicians are 
in No rth Vietnam training missile crews and 
o perating military supply statio ns. 


THE TENDENCY hereto fo re has been 
to 
po rtray Red China as the principal facto r in the 
bo lstering o f the No rth Vietnam go vernment 
But evidence is co ming o ut no w that Russia 
lias beco me in the last two y ears the mainstay 
o f the No rth Vietnamese. The Red Chinese 
despite their interna! tro ubles, are co ntinuing t<> 
supply light weapo ns, ammunitio n and rice, all 
o f which is a big help to the guerrilla fo rces. 
The Russians, ho wever, are pro viding the real 
sinews o f the war causing America and its allie 
to incur tho usands o f casualties. 
The United Natio ns and Secretary - Genera! 
Thant have said o r do ne no thing to pro test this 
actio n. 
Inside the United States facts abo ut Russian 
aid have no t been publicized. 
H i s t o r i c a l l y , the actio n o f the So vie* 
go vernment wo uld lo ng ago have been the 
subject o f a fo rmal pro test by the American 
go vernment and co uld have bro ught abo ut a 
severance o f diplo matic relatio ns.
